YOUNG GIRLS| 


Belng Traded Off For Horses 
and Repeating Ritles 


DETAILS OF AWFUL BUTCHERY 


Greeks and Syrians Slaughtered With 
‘Armeniane—Women and Children 
Not Spared—Thirty Thousand Dead 
tn Adana Province, Where Soidiers 
Are Looting, Shooting and Burning 
—Thousands of Homeless Refugees 


Tarsus, via Constantinople, May 4. 


' —Hundreds of young Armenian girls 


are being traded for horses and re- 
peating rifles by Young Turks in and 
around Tarsus. 

These girls were seized and car- 
ried off to the harems after the massa- 
creg in which their male relatives were 
butchered. 

Authentic details of the atrocities 
committed during the recent disorder 
show that the entire ten days were de- 
voted to an insensate orgy of lust and 
violence in the name of race and re- 
ligion. 

Entire families were burned to death 
fn their homes. In the massacres of 
fourteen years ago there was exhibit- 
ed no such fiendish desire to kill or 
maltreat women and girls as in the 
recent outlawry. 

The slaughter was unsparing, Greeks 
and Syrians being struck down with 
Armenians. 

The worst particulars of these nar- 
ratives cannot be told, but they show 
without doubt that at least 10,000 


.persons lost their lives in this pro- 


vince, end some estimates place the 
total at 25,000. 

At one place a party of 100 Ar- 
menians surrendered to the soldiers. 
The prisoners were taken to an open 
field, where the women were ordéred 
to stand apart from the men. 

Every one of the men was then 
shot. In many cases they were killed 
with their women clinging to them, 
trying to save them. Many women 
were wounded -because of their per- 
sistence. 

There have been numerous in- 
stances of the murdering of women 
and children with deliberation, and

The deaths in Adana 
city alone are estimated at 6500.

[RAILROADS WIN 


“PRINCIPAL POINT 


Allowed to Hold Stock of 
sidiary Coal Companies 


DECISION OF SUPREME COURT 


Commodities Clause Affecting Anthra- 
cite Coal Carriers Declared Constitu- 
tional, but Contentions of Govern- 
ment as to Its Scope Are Not Con- 
ceded—General Surprise at Over- 
turn of Ruling of Circuit Court 


Washington, May 4.—It has been 
many a day since a decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States has 
been received with so much interest 
as was manifested in the decision of 
that court in what are known as the 
“commodities clause” cases, affecting 
the anthracite coal carrying railroads. 
( These cases had been decided by the 
United States circuit court for the 
eastern district of Pennsylvania fa- 
vorably to the railroads, in that the 
clause of the. Hepburn rate law, which 
prohibits interstate railroads from car- 
rying commodities manufactured, 
mined or produced directly or indi- 
rectly by the roads, was declared pn- 
constitutional, and the general im- 
pression was that the decision would 
be affirmed by the supreme court. 

When, therefore, there was a re- 
versal instead of an affirmation, the 
interest was much magnified. When, 
again, it was found that the reversal 
was based on technical grounds, and 
that the effect was really favorable to 
the railroads, sentiment took another 
turn and those who had been anxious- 
ly awaiting the announcement of the 
result found themselves much puzzled. 

Summed up, the act is held to com- 
pel companies to dissociate them- 
selvés only from the products they 
carry, and the contention of the -gov- 
ernment that the law applies to own- 
ership of stock and prohibits the 
transportation of commodities simply 
because they have been produced by a 
railroad company, regardless of the 
fact that the company has parted with 
them, is held to be untenable and in- 
capable of enforcement. — 

It thus appears, first, that the com- 
modities clause is a vital and operat- 
ive statute with respect to all pro- 
ducts, such as coal, which the rail- 
road companies actually own at the 
time of transportation, and that the 
railroads must sell such products to 
somebody else before they can law- 
fully ship them; and second, that un- 
less the act is promptly amended so 
as to include stock ownership, the 
railroads can escape the law entirely 
by converting their direct ownership 
of coal properties into stock owner- 
ship by the organization of subsidiary 
coal companies. 

The effect of the decision under ex- 
isting conditions is favorable to the 
railroads and the .government lost on 
practically every point except the sus- 
tention of the principle involved. In 
holding that congress had not gone be- 
yond its authority in enacting the law, 
the court conceded the right to legis- 
late, and it is believed if so disposed 
congress might enlarge and extend the 
scope of the provision. 

Hence, while the railroads gain a 

‘practical victory, the government is 
not confronted by a constitutiona) bar 
from further acting in the direction 
of control of the roads in the matter of 
shipment of their own commodities. 

The cases made their first appear- 
ance in the supreme court on Oct. 10 
last. They were argued during the 
month of January and the decision 
has been anxiously awaited ever since 
the latter date. 

The decision, which was announced 
by Justice White, -sustained the pro- 
vision of the law exempting timber 
from the operations of the clause. 


TO SECURE A PARDON 


Prisoner Plotted to Kidnap Son of 
Governor of California 

Oakland, Cal., May 6.—A plot to 
kidnap the 8-year-old son of Governor 
Gillett was unearthed at San Quintin 
prison when it was found that J. B. 
Clifton, a notorious criminal who is 
serving time for attempting the life 
of Detective Hodgins of Oakland, had 
completed arrangements with a con- 
federate on the outside to steal the 
boy and hold him for a ransom. 

The price of the lad’s return to his 
father was to have been Clifton’ 
pardon. . 


Engineer Held For Manslaughter 

Dedham, Mass., May 2.—Elmer B. 
Jones, a railroad engineer, was held 
for the grand jury on a charge of 
manslaughter by Judge Grover. Bail 
was fixed at $1000, which Jones fur- 
nished. It. is charged that he caused 
the death of Walter H. Daggett, a 
yardman, through negligence. 


Receiver For Evelyn Thaw 

New York, May 2.—Justice McAvoy 
signed an order appointing George B. 
Hayes receiver for Evelyn Nesbit 
Thaw, in the supplementary proceed- 
ings brought by Elise Hartwig, a mil- 
finer, to enforce a judgment of $263.25 
obtained against Mrs. Thaw. 


Panama’s First President Dead 

Panama, May 3.—Dr. Manuel Ama- 
dor, first president of the Republic of 
Panama, died Sunday afternoon, af- 
ter a lingering illness. He was 75 
years old. ;

“Be hcnest in small things.” 

“Do not permit your conscience to 
become calloused.” 

“Be economical and never risk other 
people’s money, no matter how certain 
success May seem.” 

“Once you commit a wrong make 
restitution immediately, for delay 
means ruin, maybe death.” 

Van Viissingen said sadly that once 
he was known as “honest Pete.” His 
first forgery was for $2500. 


MAINE’S SUMMER BUSINESS 


Effort to Be Made to Divert Some of 
It to Cape Cod 

Boston, May 6.—In the opinion of 
Senator Eben S. Keith of Sagamore, 
Cape Cod should strive for part of 
the summer resort business whicn 
goes to Maine each year. 

At a meeting of Cape.Cod hotel men 
and representatives of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad held 
in this city a committee was appoint- 
ed to inaugurate a campaign in the 
interest of Cape Cod watering places.

What the Grange Has Accom- 
plished In the Past Year. 


it Has Been a Real “Uplift Commis- 
sion” For Farmers In Education and 
Business Relatione—Value of Organ- 
ization In Obtaining Results. 


{Special Correspondence.] 

What has the grange accomplished? 
It has most met the needs of the 
farming population in solving many 
vexing prohiems. It has aroused a 
sense of importance of agriculture in 
the eyes of the world, as well as of 
its own followers. It has developed a 
feeling of fraternity and good will 
among the farmers and given them 
greater confidence in themselves and 
in each other—taught them that by 
unity and organizing and working to- 
gether they can secure results. 

Numerous instances of successful is- 
sues contended for and secured by the 
grange might be cited, but it is suffi- 
client here to state that it has secured 
national legislation in the oleomarga- 
tine law, the establishment of rural 
mail delivery, with an almost assured 
fact of an early enactment of a local 
and general parcels post. In fact, in 
both national and state legislation 
every act of special interest to agri- 
culture has been secured by the grange 
or found the grange unitedly and 
valiantly supporting and encouraging 
the same. 

It has taught the farmers co-opera- 
tion in trade and other matters. In 
trade the grange co-operation busi- 
ness has amounted to millions of dol- 
lars, with a direct pecuniary saving 
to thousands. In insurance matters it 
has not only furnished a safe: insur- 
ance to its members at actual cost and 
a saving of millions of dollars to its 
patrons, but has taught other inter- 
ests—the farmers outside the grange— 
how to secure and preserve this great 
and magnificent saving. In educa- 
tional matters it has broadened the 
minds of the farmers and led them to 
study and investigate questions which 
relate not only to the farm and farm 
life, but to the affairs of the state and 
nation as well. It has, in co-operation 
with other interests, brought about a 
determination to secure good roads 
and then steadily watched the pending 
legislation to advance this measure 
and has jealously guarded the farm- 
ers’ interests.

A CO-OPERATIVE EXCHANGE. 


Recently Organized In Connecticut 
Under Direction of State Grange. 

In accordance with a vote at the last 
session of the Connecticut, state grange 
State Master Healey has appointed a 
permanent committee on co-operation 
composed of one Patron from each 
Pomona district. This committee met 
in Hartford recently and after dis- 
cussing the subject at some length 
proceeded to organize an association 
for co-operating in business to be 
known as the Patrons’ Exchange of 
the State of Connecticut. A set of by- 
laws was adopted and the following 
officers elected: President, L. H. Hea- 
ley of North Woodstock; vice presi- 
dent, A. Welton of Plymouth; secre- 
tary, H. 8. Blake of New Britain; man- 
ager and treasurer, W. H. Barron of 
Danielson; executive committee, A. G. 
Wheeler of Stonington, H. D. Sykes of 
Suffield and J. A. Sherwood of Easton. 
An advisory committee of one member 
from each Pomona grange was also 
appointed. 

The fee for joining the association 
is $5, which shall entitle the member 
to all the benefits of the association 
so long as he shall remain a member 
in good standing in some subordinate 
grange in the state. The exchange 
will do a strictly cash business, doing 
any business given it by its members 
at cost. Fourth degree members of 
the Order who are not members of 
the exchange may do business through 
the exchange by paying a small com- 
mission. Already firms in many lines 
of business have been seeking to do 
business with the exchange.

Fate of Crew of Whalers That 
Sailed From Provincetown 


SUPPOSED TO HAVE. PERISHED 


American Seaman Who Escaped From 
Venezuelan Prison Says the Carrie 
D. Knowles Was Seized While in 
Distress Off Venezuelan Coast and 
Her Captain and Crew of Dozen Men 
Are Still Incarcerated 


Kingston, st. Vincent B. W. I., 
May 6.—It may be that Captain 
Stephenson and the crew of the Amer- 
ican whaling ship Carrie D. Knowles, 


long since thought to have been lost 
at sea, are still alive in a Venezuelan 
prison. - 

An American seaman named Payne, 
an escaped prisoner from Venezuela, 
has made his way to Kingstown, 
where he laid before the authorities 
an astounding story of the seizure of 
the Carrie D. Knowles at a Venezue- 
lan port, where she arrived five years 
ago in distress, and the incarceration 
by the Venezuelans of the captain and 
,his nren. So convinced are the au- 
thorities here that there is truth in 
Payne’s. story that they have: taken 
down his full ‘statement and have 
already taken steps for a speedy and 
thorough investigation of the case, 

On Jan. 27, 1904, the Carrie D. 
Knowles sailed from Provincetown, 
Mass., on a whaling voyage. Her 
captain was Collin Stephenson and her 
first mate H. A. Martin. In addi- 
tion she carried a crew of about a 
dozen men. These are the names as 
given by Payne to the authorities 
here, and as far as he could remem- 
ber the names of the members of the 
crew were: 

Wallace, Warner, Robertson, Ha- 
zell, Sam Davis, Pierre, Grant, Lewis 
and John. Payne asserts positively 
that all of these men are at present 
confined in a Venezuelan prison, 

The vessel was supposed fo have 
been lost in a West Indian storm with 
all hands. Some of the men be- 
longed in St. Vincent, and after all 
hope was given up of their return, 
their relatives put on mourning and 
the local insurance company eventual- 
ly paid the claims against it on the 
assumption that the sailors were dead. 

The story Payne told to the police 
authorities here caused great excite- 
ment, not only begause of the serious- 
ness of the charges against the 
Venezuelan authorities, but because it 
added another to the many tales which 
have reached St. Vincent concerning 
the high handed methods adopted by 
the Venezuelans under the administra- 
tion of Castro. 

Payne declared that the whaler was 
disabled in a storm off the Venezuelan 
coast and made port in distress. This 
was five years ago, but the exact date 
he could not remember. She was at 
once seized and the captain and crew 
were made prisoners and thrown into 
jail. He states that all the men are 
alive, but are still closely confined. 

The details of Payne’s escape from 
prison are not known, for the police 
have him in charge and will detain 
him until the investigation of the au- 
thorities establishes the truth or 
falsity of his assertion. It is possible, 
however, that he is one of the score 
or more of prisoners who escaped from 
the penitentiary at Maracaibo about 
two weeks ago. Some of these men 
succeedéd in making their way into 
Colombia and from that country it 
would not be difficult to reach St. 
Vincent. 


RABIES IN NEW YORK 


Quarantines Have Become Necessary 

in Many Cities and Towns 
_ Albany, May 4.—During the past 
few months rabies has been more 
widespread in this state than ever be- 
fore, according to a statement by 
Commissioner Pearson of the state 
department of agriculture, who says 
‘there are now quarantines in effect 
‘covering fifty-six towns, ten cities and 
four villages. 

Pearson says that within a few 
months five persons bitten by rabid 
dogs have died and there have been a 
large number of deaths of cattle, 
sheep and swine,

This latter move is a 
direct response to the latest cut an- 
nounced by the Baltimore and Ohio, 
becoming operative from Baltimore on 
May 25, and leaves the relative posi- 
tion of the two roads where it is un- 
der the existing schedules. 

The Boston and Maine has filed its 
new schedule with the interstate com- 
merce commission, to become effective 
on June 1, only a few days after the 
new rate on the Baltimore and Ohio 
goes into effect. 


RUSSIAN HOLIDAYS 
VERY EXPENSIVE: 
They May Be Reduced to 
Sixty-Three a Year 


St. Petersburg, May 6.—The coun- | 
cll of the empire has entrusted to a 
special commission a bill reducing the 
number of public holidays in Russia. 
A memorandum accompanying the 
Measure points out that France had 
only 56 holidays, including Sundays, 
England 68, Germany 60 and Rus- 
sia 91. 

The excess of holidays, it is stated, 
costs Russia $1,000,000,000 yearly. 
Many of the holidays in Russia come 
during the season of work in the fields 
and it is said that this is one reason 
why agriculture is so backward in this 
country. 

The bill proposes that 28 of the holi- 
days be eliminated, leaving 63, 
which would include Sundays. 


ROJAS PRESENTED TO TAFT 


Represents New Government of 
Venezuela at Washington 

Washington, May 4.—Pedro Rojas, 
the new Venezuelan minister to the 
United States, was formally presented 
to President Taft today by Secretary 
Knox. 

The ceremony marked the complete 
resumption of diplomatic relations be- 
tween the two countries, broken off a 
year ago, following the refusal of 
President Castro to arbitrate disput- 
ed questions.

Sprinkling the Streets 


If Andover is to retain its position 
as a progressive community, it is 
likely that the present year is pract- 
ically the last in which the system 
of sprinkling the streets with water 
will be in vogue. Steadily, year by 
year, since 1900, progressive com- 
munities have, one by one, taken up 
the work of substituting for water, 
some one of the many preparations 
that will do more in the line of dust- 


| laying than to provide the few hours 


relief that is secured by water sprink- 
ling. This work has been done either 
entirely at the expense of the govern- 


‘| ment responsible for it, or at the ex- 


pense of individuals who have per- 
sonally become interested in it. 

A year ago, a special bill went 
through the legislature allowing New 
Bedford to assess for this kind of 
dust laying in the same manner the 
city had been accustomed to assess 
for sprinkling of water. The results 
in New Bedford justified this request 
on the part of the city, and the further 
results now seem to justify the en- 
actment of a general bill,.signed a 
week or so ago by Governor Draper. 

The act reads as follows: 

“Sec 1—Any city or town may 
sprinkle or spread upon all or a 
part of its public ways or por- 
tions thereof water or any liquid 
or material suitable for laying 
or pfeventing dust and preserv- 
ing the surfaces and for sanitary 
purposes, and. all statutes pro- 
viding for watering such public 
ways shall apply to use of such 
liquids and materials, including 
the appropriation of money, the 
expenditure thereof at the ex- 
pense of the city or of the abut- 
ters, the assessment upon abut- 
ting estates, and the collection of 
such assessments and proceed- 
ings therefor. 

“Sec. 2—This act shall take ef- 
fect upon its passage.”

WARREN A. BAILEY

Unfair Criticism 


Those people who know Senator 
Lodge best know his wonderful equip- 
ment as a historian. This know- 
ledge of history possessed by the 
senior Senator from Massachusetts, 
is not confined to his own country 
but nevertheless is such regarding 
his own country as to place him in 
the front rank of living Americans 
who know about the United States 
from its inception to the present time. 
It is to be regretted that in comment- 
ing upon Senator Lodge and express- 
ing an opinion regarding him, one of 
the distinguished clergymen of the 
Commonwealth has seen fit to ac- 
cuse Senator Lodge of making state- 
ments that would place him among 
the bigots of the nation. 

It was to be expected that the 
Senator would be emphatic in his de- 
nial of the charge that was made that 
he had gloried in a speech over the 
fact that there were no Irishmen en- 
gaged in the Revolutionary War. We 
are inclined to think that Senator 
Lodge should be credited with some- 
thing else, however, than his mere 
knowledge of history in connection 
with this statement. Not only must 
we give him’ credit for being a great 
student of American History but 
we must also give him credit for 
holding broad views upon men and 
measures such as have been touched 
upon in this recent criticism. What- 
ever else the Senator may be, those 
who know him best will resent most 
emphatically the charge that he has 
any feeling, or acts the part that 
gives any one the right to question 
“his broadmindedness, upon the ques- 
tions affecting men’s nationalities 
and creeds.

Senator Harvey of Waltham 

started the crusade of exceptions, 
when he offered a change which 
‘would except from the law’s 
workings those cities and towns 
which now have kindergartens. 
_“I move an amendment, Mr. 
President,” suggested Senator 
Burnham of East Boston, “ex- 
cepting all cities and towns in 
Suffolk County.” 

“Let’s kill the bill now,” inter- 
polated Senator Keith of Bridge- 
water. Let’s kill the whole 
thing onw.” 

“T move, Mr. President,” said 
Senator Abbott of ward 24, “that 
Boston be excepted.” 

“J move that we refer the bill 
to the next Legislature,” said 
Senator Fisk of Brighton. 

All the other amendments were 
rejected, and Senator Fisk’s 
suggestion was adopted. 


Gov. Draper has allowed a bill 
calling for direct nominations in the 
district of which Lynn is a part to 
become a law without his signature? 
This is a right that he certainly had, 
but if, as many newspaper writers are 
trying to do, he is to have created 
by such action the sentiment that he 
is opposed to direct nominations, but 
did not wish to affront a prominent 
Republican who is back of this par- 
ticular bill, has the Governor shown 
that rare courage about which his 
intimate friends have been so given 
to boasting? The general impression 
is that he is opposed to direct nomi- 
nations. Are we to understand that 
he is opposed to direct nominations 
where operation of that system would 
be detrimental to the plans:of the 
Republican leaders of the Common- 
wealth? It is to be hoped that the 
bill which has been substituted 
through the efforts of Rep. Duane of 
Waltham will also reach the Govern- 
or that we may have further evidence 
as to just where he stands on this im- 
portant proposition.

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PROF. FORBES AT MESSINA 


Story of Stricken as Seen 
Eyes of Gutorer Sroediae ™ 


Palermo, April 21, 1 
The Editor of the Towenaec 

Dear Sir:—May yet another tray- 
eling Andoverian tresspass upon 
your hospitable columns? Perhaps 
the faithful readers of the Townsman 
might be interested to hear some- 
thing of, the prpest state of the un- 
happy city of Messina from an eye- 
witness known to them, 

After much roaming, and some 
study, amongst the ruins of ancient 
cities and stately temples, where the 
kindly touch of time has softened the 
harsh outlines of disaster, it has been 
my fortune to visit the once lovely 
city so recently crushed to bits in 
sg rd ny goon 

ituated on a gently sloping plain 
backed: by high ilies vad Fonting on 
the blue waters of the Straits of Mes- 
sina, the city is flanked by fertile 
land for miles where endless lemon 
groves spread a path of gold before 
the eye. Its splendid Tarber at- 
tracted the attention of the enterpris- 
ing Greeks seven centuries before the 
birth of Christ. For generations its 
ships have carried their fragrant car- 
goes of oranges and lemons and 
other good things for the tables of 
the world. The present disaster is its 
greatest, but by no means its only 
awful catastrophe. In 1740 a plague 
carried off 40,000 of its inhabitants; 
in 1783 an earthquake laid almost the 
whole town in ruins; and in 1854 the 
cholera removed 16,000 from the 
ranks of the living. Truly appalling 
annals these, but destined to be 
dwarfed into comparative insignifi- 
cance by the colossal blow of last 
December, by which, it is claimed, 
110,000 of its ill-fated people were 
buried in a moment beneath their 
shivered walls. 

Owing to the earthquake, our ship 
from Greece did not make the port 
of Messina but anchored in the har- 
bor of Catania to the south. The 
railway service to and from Messina 
is regaining steadiness, but has not 
yet become over-sensitive in the mat- 
ter of conformity to time tables. 
That however is an easy trial to en. 
dure and not singular to Messina. 
One gets used to the general indif. 
ference to time in Latin countries and 
finds little difficulty in adjusting one- 
self to the stern comforts of a hard 
bench and a vile cigar while waiting 
for the engineer to finish his chat 
with a chum down the road a few 
kilometers, 

The approach toward Messina from 
Taormina is through a land of love- 
liness, bordered by a sea of bewitch- 
ing blue. Behind lies Etna, looming 
up in its stately breadth and mantled 
with snow. The old giant Enceladus 
is breathing quietly beneath his bur- 
den now, as the gentle puffs-of white 
smoke from the crater tells us. I 
looked for one-eyed Polyphemus, 
but think he must-have wandered 
round to the other side looking for 
crafty Odysseus. Between the hills 
and the sea one rides through contin- 
uous groves of lemon trees, gleaming 
with bounteous fruit. Flowers™ of 
countless varities and of brilliant hues 
flash brightly upon the delighted eye 
from all sides. Think of hedges of 
geraniums from three to seven fect 
high, bordering the railway tracks 
for miles! So through an unbroken 
garden one draws near to Messian da 

ella, 

Presently signs of the trouble 
ahead begin to appear. Here an iso- 
lated house shows a wall cracked 
from top to bottom; there the level 
roof has gone wrong, or gone alto- 
gether. Now we see a new cabin, or 
a group of new huts, the fresh boards 
of which speak of Georgian forests 
and of generous friends in the good 
land across the pond. At last we are 
there—and wish that. we.were not 
there. What was a city is an unsight- 
ly heap of refuse. How describe the 
horror of that walk amidst those 
shocking piles, revolting in their 
ruin? Four months, almost, have 
passed away, yet the dreadful masses 
of tangled remains block practically 
all of the area. Only a few streets 
have been partially cleared. 

The sight is stunning and crushing 
to the senses. Yet nobody seems ex- 
cited, anxious, or even disturbed 
about it all. The traveler forced him- 
self to go on alone through sights 
that made him numb. Climbing over 
bristling barriers of indescribable de- 
bris, he threaded his way to a com- 
paratively open street which is now 
the main artery of traffic through the 
town to the wharves. Dust, dust in 
clouds, in blinding, noisome clouds, 
assailed him at every step, -choking 
the nostrils, blinding the eyes, horri- 
fying the mind. What peril lurks in 
this floating dust for the unhappy, 
apparently heedless people! 

Countless vehicles of every de- 
scription crowd, jolt and bump along, 
jamming the highway, while the pan- 
demonium of excited drivers fills the 
air. One sees carts of lumber toiling 
on to the new encampment on the 
outskirts of the ruins. Carts filled 


with bags of lemons and boxes of

Tt ought not to have announced 
ahead of time, that I would attend 
the School Committee meeting, al- 
though I never suspected for a mo- 
ment that the janitor over there 
would be able to so effectively block 
my efforts to get in-to the secret 
session unnoticed. When I attended 
meetings in the Town Hall years ago, 
there wasn’t a single corner where 
you couldn’t roll up dirt enough in 
a minute or two to completely cover 
one’s self, so that no one would have 
~ idea that in the center of the 
ball, a live Brownie was hidden. But 
do you know that things are so spick 
and span over there now, that try 
as I would every one of my old meth-

The report of the Superintendent 
was read and received very little dis- 
cussion. By the way, he is a mighty 
solid, substantial sort of a fellow, and 
it looks to me as if the town is in luck 
to have a man like him, although 
there is serious danger that he may 
be corrupted if he doesn’t watch out. 
The first motion was made by Medi- 
calio that the Committee direct the 
school teachers to order all the chil- 
dren to go without hats from now 
until pe weather, This provoked 
considerable discussion.  Solidario 
said that while he had some feeling 
about the style of hats that the 
women were wearing at the present 
time, he didn’t believe it wise for the 
school committee to pass any such 
drastic order as was proposed by 
Medicalio for the children, Medicalio 
replied that he had been making care- 
ful investigations, and could speak, 
not only from personal experience, 
but from what he had seen; he knew 
one distinguished citizen in the town, 
not a female, who was so bald that 
already he felt called upon to wear a 
soft hat most of the time so that he 
could pull it down in the back to 
cover up the crescent that was begin- 
ning to show itself while he was still 
a young man. The suggestion that 
the matter be laid upon the table was 
amended by a motion on the part of 
Iogotemplio that inasmuch as most 
of the hats that were seen today 
looked like coal hods, wouldn’t it be 
better to put it in the coal hod in- 
stead of laying it on the table? 

Illegalio made a lengthy address 
giving the result of what he had dis- 
covered in his attic in the line of old 
examination papers, and he claimed 
that these pfoved that the children of 
the present day didn’t spell any 
worse than the children did twenty 
years ago.

oranges, or loaded with vegetables, 
make their dusty way, as in an al- 
kali desert, to the harbor. For traffic 
is going on, and the crops are mov- 
ing. But one wonders if even an 
orange is safe to eat after such a 
journey. However, I. saw several 
temporary restaurants, and all seem- 
ed to be doing a thriving trade. And 
there were good clean napkins in 
some! In fact I may as well confess 
that, in spite of all, I ate a hearty 
luncheon. 

Donkeys, patient and burdened, 
worm their way among the wheels 
and sadly jog on from one dump-heap 
to another. There is no other place 
to go, and donkey and master seem 
to think alike on the matter. 

There are surprisingly few gaunt 
faces here. Not a sign of insufficient 
food is apparent. The people genér- 
ally are lusty and as cheerful looking 
as in any Italian town, and that 
means much, But there are, of course, 
sad exceptions. There are black-clad 
women moving silently through this 
abode of woe with grief and memory 
as their only companions. Here 
where the diggers are at work on 
a heap twenty feet high stand two 
soldiers to protect whatever property 
may be found. About them stand 
care-worn creatures craning necks 
and straining ‘eyes in the _ fear- 
ful hope of seeing something come to 
light—something that was father, 
mother, daughter, son. Ghastly labor, 
wrought in fear and trembling, but a 
labor of love. 

How can one describe one’s feel- 
ings as he works his way amongst 
gaping walls and reeking heaps of 
rubbish? Here a whole block has 
crashed down in a shapeless, hideous 
mass, Broken walls, crushed parti- 
tion; and underneath all this chaos 
board, fetid mattresses and bed cloth- 
ing ominously bulging from heaps of 
dirt, beautiful furniture now hideous 
in the disgusting tumulus of corrup- 
tion; and underneath all this choas 
of wantonness—God pity the survi- 
vors!—underneath all the hundred 
thousand. Pitiable, hideous fate, to 
have to die thus and become a men- 
ace to those left behind! Absit omen. 

There are strange freaks in the ac- 
tion of an earthquake. Near the fal- 
len block just mentioned stands an- 
other six-storied structure, across 
a narrow street, wholly uninjured. 
The fronts of some buildings have 
crumbled and sunk in a dust heap, 
leaving the floors and cross partitions 
intact. Here and there a door high 
up is swinging idly in the wind, its 
front edge finding no post to close 
against. Rooms are exposed to view 
as in a doll’s house by the removal of 
the outer wall. There stands a brass 
bed on a fifth story, but its late oc- 
cupant is lying far below under the 
fallen masonry. Pictures still hang 
on walls, and complete sets of furni- 
ture remain in many a room. AI- 
though four months have slipped by, 
nobody has had the requisite energy 
to remove them. 

It makes American blood boil with 
indignation to see how incompetently 
the whole business of clearance has 
been managed. Here and there a few 
men are leisurely pulling and digging | 
at the top of a heap, and boys are | 
carrying tiny baskets of rubbish to 
little panniers on a donkey’s back. 
Presently the donkey moves solemnly 
on and the stuff is dumped in some 
other corner, whence it will have ‘to 
be removed later on. It is aston- 
ishing not to find spur tracks laid in- 
to the town and big train loads of 
rubbish being rushed to the seaboard. 
At the present rate of progress the 
city may be cleared in five or ten 
years. 

Meanwhile where.ar¢ the 40,000 sur- 
vivors living? Well, some have been 
taken to other cities and given a tem- 
porary abiding-place. In Syracuse, 
for example, I saw a street lined with 
tents for the poor people. But the 
great mass of them are still here. 
In one section about a quarter of a 
mile square there are hundreds of 
long shed houses of boards. They 
are neatly painted and have tiled, or 
tinned, or papered roofs. But they 
are built in rows about six feet apart 
and cover this large area: densely, 
not far from the worst part of the 
ruins, a nest of fire-traps. And there 
is no sewerage. Town water has 
been brought in on the surface in one 
inch pipes and tapped here and there 
at prominent corners with faucets. 
All waste water is allowed to trickle 
at will in the general dust. Why 
these huts were not built far back 
from the city on the high land, where 
wholesome winds might sweep away 
the menace of the frightful ruins and 
unsanitary carelessness, is difficult to 
comprehend. Here these people are 
huddled in the very house of corrup- 
tion. The hot weather coming on 
threatens to breed an atmosphere 
loaded with noxious germs, and con- 
sequently disease seems imminent. 
There is some hope that the pow- 
dered stucco and plaster may have a 
beneficent effect in saving the town 
from its awful graves. And, I un- 
derstand, much lime has been added 
to the ruins. But one shudders as 
one walks, and sees,—and smells. 

The King of Italy was in Messina 
again a few days before my visit, and 
report says that he was greatly in- 
censed over the shiftless progress 
made in clearing the city. What our 
own good, strenous’ ex-president 
thought during his survey has not 
been divulged. Very likely it was not 
fit to print. But let me add that he 
had a splendid, heartfelt welcome 
from the people, who wished to show 
their gratitude for the fine work done 
by the Americans here and for their 
noble generosity. 

Doubtless Messina will eventually 
rise again, for her harbor is too good 
to lose and her position too advan-’ 
tageous to be neglected by the fruit 
producing areas of eastern Sicily. 
But the visitor of today who has any 
sensitiveness to human woes will 
come away from this buried town 
with shaking nerves and a sorrowful 
heart, and with his mind filled with 
a horror that only lapse of time will 
efface.

It belongs to 
Frank L. Burke, senior member of 
the F. L. Burke & Son heel manufac- 
turing concern of Ipswich. 


In Gloucester, there is much spec- 
ulation as to whether or not the li- 
cense commissioners will grant any 
sixth class permits, in view of the 
action of the council in refusing to 
grant pony licenses. 


An attempt to chloroform a Greek 
family in Lynn, was thwarted by the 
screams of one of the younger mem- 
bers of the family. The man claimed 
the liquor was perfume, and had al- 
ready put two women to sleep. He 
escaped. 


The accounts of Gideon W. John- 
son, treasurer of the Shoemaker’s 
Protective union of Haverhill, have 
been found to be short, and he has 
been given 10 days to make good. 
His place has been taken by John 
J. Mellin. 


A fire which threatened the destruc- 
tion of a large double dwelling and 
the lives of two children, Mary Lou- 
ise Poulin, aged 4, daughter of Joseph 
Poulin of Elm street, and Mary Anna 
Dessert, aged 6, of the same house, 
broke out about 4.30 Monday after- 
noon at the Poulin home at Ames- 
bury. 


Burglars entered Foss’ store and 
railroad waiting station in the square, 
at Danvers, sometime after 1 o’clock 
Monday morning, and escaped un- 
noticed with about $15 in cash. The 
intruders were looking for money, 
and did not touch any of fhe con- 
tents in the different cases. There 
is no clew. 


At the recent meeting of the Essex 
County Associated Boards of Trade, 
held in Lynn, the body went on 
record as being very displeased with 
the action of the New England in- 
surance exchange in saddling the 
night watchman service on to busi- 
ness firms without a decrease in the 
rates, 


The Holy Name societies of Essex 
county will hold a parade in Salem, 
Sunday, June 6, and if the plans are 
carried out with fair success the event 
will rival the annual gathering of the 
Essex County Temperance Union.

Governor Draper will not sign 
house bill No. 1521 providing for 
direct nominations of candidates for 
state senator and for membership on 
state and district political committees 
in the first Essex senatorial district.

The local superintendent, 
Thomas Tinsley of Danvers, showe 
the working of his large gasoline 
sprayer, while Richardson of Danvers 
exhibited a small gasoline. sprayer 
on a platform. C. W. Floyd, local 
superintendent of Topsfield, also 
showed the working of his barrel 
sprayer with two sections of hose, 
100 feet on each coupling, with his 
men in the trees. Also his fire spray- 
er which is used in burning out gypsy 
moth eggs in walls. A large number 
of local superintendents on the moth 
work were present from other towns 
and G. A. Smith, field agent and F. 
C. Worthen, inspector, were also 
present. Many spoke of the fine con- 
dition in which the agricultural farm 
is being kept. The party dispersed 
about 3.30 well pleased with the day’s 
outing on the old farm, and many 
were heard to say that they hoped 
the day was not far distant when the 
society would hold its cattle show in 
North Andover on its own grounds, 
one of the finest locations in the 
county. Lunch was served by E. 
E. Ferguson of Topsfield Grange.
